{mall town, but a borough by prefcrip- 
tion. ‘The chief magittrate is the con- 
ftable, who prefides over and deter- 
mines in eleétions of members of par- 
liament. Here are feveral good fairs, 
particularly at Michaelmas, and a free 
{chool founded by one Mr. Holland, a 
tradefman of the town. ‘The land 
about the town is fo fruitful, that an 
acre often produces thirty or forty 
bufhels of wheat, and fifty of barley, 
and lets at a great price. As the paf- 
ture of the downs is particularly excel- 
lent for fheep, fo the mutton is extreme- 
ly delicious. A charity of twenty-four 
pounds a year to this, and twenty- 
three other parifhes, was piven above 
one hundred years ago by Sir Barrick 
Hiltman ; but being limited to ninety- 
nine years, it is now expired.

N this enlightened age, wheh letters 
flourith in their greateft latitude, 
when elocution has its votaries in every 
quarter of the metropolis, and when 
rhetoric is the ftudy of the lowelt me- 
chanic, as well as the fenator, it may 
feem extraordinary that we have fo 
few legiflative orators. One houfe can 
{carce boaft of half a dozen elegant 
{peakers, and the number in the other 
} 08 not exceed eight. It is ftill more 
extraordinary, that our Own country- 
men fhould not take the lead in elo- 
quence ; but that I:ifh and Scotch ora- 
tors fhould bear the laurel from Englith 
rhetoricians. ‘The hero of thefe pages 
is a ftriking inftance of the truth of 
this affertion. Though an Hibernian, 
he has neverthelefs entirely divefted 
himfelf of all national accent and 
phrafeology, and attained the clafli- 
cal diction of our tongue fo far as 
to be the fecond, if not the firflt fpeaker 
in the h—— of c— He has 
diftinguifhed himfelf upon every patri- 
Otic oppofition to minilterial influence 
and the Treafury bench; and has upon 
all occafions approved himfelf the fteady 
defender of the rights of the conftitu- 
tion. At the time of our contention 
with Spain about Falkland’s Ifland, 
he particularly difplayed his fenatorial 
abilities and political knowledge; and 
was in a great degree the means of 
ftimulating adminiftration to take thofe 
meafures, which induced the court of 
Madrid to give up all pretenfions to 
thofe iflands. He had indeed formed 
an early acquaintance with the manners 
and difpofitions of the Spaniards, by 
his rebdcaes in that kingdom, and his 
having acommand at Gibraltar. Soon 
after his return from America, where 
he alfo commanded, he was eleéted 
member of t for W———b, 
which he fill reprefents. 

So far we have viewed him as a fena- 
tor, an officer, and a politician: in 
private life his charaGter is ftritly irre- 
proachable ; he is at once the amiable 








and fincere friend, and the good citi- | 
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zen ; the parent and the guardian 
of his family ; the proteétor of the 
oppreffed, and the patron of the dif- 
trefled. Such various good qualities 
uniting in one man, more than couns 
terbalance any peccadilloes or frailties, 
of which human nature is fafceptible.

VAIN are all the efforts which have hi- 

therto been made to abelifh the duel, 
ro fpite of all the remonitrances from the 
puipit, the prets, and the ltage, ingle 
combat ftrll ke *ps jts ground, and defies 
every mode of proceeding to render it 
deicitable, or ridiculous. The moit con- 
temptible quarrels now among the mof 
contemptib.e people mutt be decided b 
iword or pifte!; and while the duel is in 
jafhion, every attempt in the way of rea- 
joning or railery will be, it is highly 
probable, totally unable to produce its 
abolition, 

The tricndthip which had fubfitted be- 
tween Harry Dewion and Charles Anfel, 
tor many years, promifed tocontinue in its 
full vigour whiic they both lived, and 
none o* their acquaintance imagined that 
any thing of a trifling nature could poffi- 
bly fhake the pillars of it: but we too 
often fee that even the merett trifles ope- 
rate in fo powerful a manner, as not only 
to weaken the ttrongeit friendthips be- 
tween man and ma, but te difunite 
thofe linked together by the moft endear- 
ing ties, and to make the happiett cou-

Anfel, finding himfelf one day rather 
too warm in a debate With his friend, 
concerning the beauty of a lady whom 
they had feen in the fide-boxes the pre- 
an Hes evening, left him abruptly, leit 
he fhould quite lofe his temper, and fay 
fomething of which he might feverely re- 

ent. hen he got home, a letter was 
delivered to him, which made him deter- 
mine to pay a vifit in perfon to his houfe 
at Amfterdam, haying fome reafon to 
fufpect the fidelity of his affociate.

O what 
would former ages have given for fo for- 

ate adifcovery ! , 
ag peta Sad Bich fafe and falutary 
practice, [ will heree ndeavour to« re. pa- 
rents, and perfons concerned, to judge 1ere- 
of for themielves, by candidly laying b« fore 
them fome of the many advantages aud 
benefits that naturally accrue from fuch 
afafe, eafy, and falutary operation; and 
then let them refit the force of the argu- 
ments, and withitand the common prac- 
tice from fo happy a ducevery, and even 
Chrittian remedy, any longer, i they 
can. 

1. Inoculation not only gives an op- 
portunity of chooang good fubjects, but 
of refufing bad ones hikewife, and fuit- 
ing circumitances to c nVventency, which 
cannot poflibly be donc, if the /mads are 
catched the common way. 

2. We have it in our power alfo to 
take the mott proper time and feafon of 
the year to inoculate im, and to prepare 
the patient, if needful, previous to the 
operation, which we have not when the 
peck is catched from infection from the 
air the ordinary way. 

3. By inoculation we can introduce the 
very fmallett degree of the virus jult fuffici- 
ent to raife a moderate and falutary fever, 
for nature, at her owl leifure, to throw 
it out again, and purge the bleod entirely 
clear of that poifon without fatigue, ex- 
pence, hurry, terror, or danger; where- 
as the cafe is quite otherwile, when the 
blood is overcharged with too infinite.a 
mumber of deleterious mia/ms, indifcrimi- 
nately drawn into the warm lungs along 
with the breath; which, as putting too 
much yealt to oyer-warm wort, works 
that to death, produces a fimilar effeét in 
the vital fluid of human bodies. 

4. In infants inoculation produces fo 
mild a fort of /mails, that their confine- 
ment is male {0 cafy to them, as to have 
the appearance of being almolt no way 
diftempered at ail, being free from the 
fecondary fever at the crifis. To inocu- 
late babes in the month is rather.too feon ; 
but the earlier afterwards fo much the 
better, as being attended with. both lefs 
trouble and hazard. 

§- Remarkable it is, that thofe who 
bave had the j77 is, and they who are 
never to have it the common way, cannot 
be infeéted as to have them even by

6. Confegquently who ever has had the. 


{mall-pox is no more liable to have them 
a fecond time, than they who have un- 
dergone that diftemper the ufual natural 
way. Obfervation has proved this truth 
likewife ; fo that whatever has been 
vented to the contrary, is all falfe, if not 
intentionally wicked, 
7+ Betides the great benefit of knowin 

and chooling the quantity of the infest 
ous variolous matter, to introduce ob- 
I'quely under the cuticle, on the point of 


a dancet, not the iixtieth part of a drop, s 


the two punciures, for certainty, are 
made at a diftance from the heart, and 
the poifon is conveyed to the blood verp 
flowly and gradually; whereas, when 
taken in at every infpiration of the breath 
along with infected air, and conveyed by 
the circulation of the blood through the 
hot lungs into the heart immeciately, and 
IN great quantities, it is no wonder the 
fever be proportionate to the cauie, and 
fo very otten proves mortal, ‘This fhewa 
the grand miltake and danger of having 
children kept in the chamber of one ill of 
the fimalls, under a notion they cannot 
have them in a properer time, when cer« 
tainly they may by a properer method. 

8. Other advantages arfing trom this 
happy difcovery of inoculation. for the 
Jrads ave, that not one patient has ever 
been deprived of fight, or loft an eye; 
had the fact deeply feamed, fcarred, or 
deeply pock dinted, or fuffered in thew 
intellectuals ; nor been tortured with te- 
dious, painful, doubtful, and expenfive 
ficknefs, nuriing, and medicines, often 
ending in death at latt : the common gone 
feqguence of catching the /maills out of 
the air the ordinary way. 

9. And what is a turther encourage- 
ment, to convey the inteétion by inocu- 
lation, the matter contained in the vario- 
lous pultle is quite fingle, fimple, and un- 
compounded, no ways blended, nos con- 
taminated with any diftemperative humour 
to which we are liable; fo that no parent 
or friend need be afraid that they fhould 
along with the jmals engraft any other 
kind of diftemper. This the learned De. 
Kirkpatrick, in his treatife on this difeafe, 
has plainly proved from the fingular cale 
of a young jady, inoculated by the pus 
taken irom a pock of her footman, who at 
the very time was violently infected with 
the vrana pox; yet nothing of that kind 
was the confequence,s 

10. It is well known from experience

natural confluent pox, is no more fub- | 
jest to produce the flux, or confluent kind 
of inoculation, than that which is taken 
from the diftim& fort: fo that whenever 
the difttin& is not to be had, the confluent 
= with fafety ; and the crude matter, as 
weil as the ripe, be equally ufed. 

11. The infeéious poifon of the pocky 
matter, pe ya or greet may | a 
ripe puftule, will retain its ity for 
sapehe if not months, when it will teil 
¥y ferve for the fame purpofe of pro- 

ucing the fmails by inoculation ; and as 
furely as when taken freth from one la- 
bouring under that loathfome difeafe. 
Nay, more than this, at Chetwood, in 
Somerfethire, on the fexton's piercing 2 
coffin of a man who had died of the 
fmall-pox, though buried thirty years, 
fuch a ftrong ftench flew forth as infected 
the attendants with the /malls, out of 
which only two died. 

12. The only inconvenience from in- 
oculation, is from the indiferetion of 
carelefs perfors, who mix with fresh com- 

ny too foon, to the danger of cruelly 
infeéting others; a cafe not unworthy the 
legiflature to confider, and prevent. 

13. Laftly, As to all religious objec- 
tions, with that-weak one of wilfully 
bringing on a defperate difeafe that = 
elfe never have happened, and the fike, 
the great fuccefs, and good effeéts by this 
time defeat the force of their feeble argu- 
ments. They only produce, by inocu- 
lating, a fmall degree of variolous ve- 
nom, to prevent the involuntary intro- 
duétion of a much greater, in proportion 
to which the fucceeding danger always 
is, that is, they cautioufly procure a gentle 
difeafe, to defeat a moit hazardous one ; 
and even to make the worft of it, pray 
bad not one even in five hundred better 
die, rather than a whole hundred, as is 
the real cafe from the common way of 
catching them ? 

To conclude ; I apprehend that to fave 
life is acommon right pot to be queftion- 
ed: the method of doing it is the only 

int at prefent; whether an individual 

as not a right to expofe him{eif, or to 
be expofed to the leffer evil, to obtain the 
ater good. Iam content to leave the 
ifion hereof to any one but an obiti- 
nate woman, or a wilful enthufiait. 

Much more might be faid on the fub- 
ject; but that I fear I have already ex-

Captain Cook's Voyape. 


Continuation of an Epitome of Dr. Hawk rs« 
WORTH's Collefticn of Voyages, frrm Page 
203, coniaining Captain Cook's Vo;ace 
vound the Wwid, in 1768, 1769, 1770, 
aud 1771. 


ON the 1¢th in the morning, feveral of 
_ the chiefs came on board from the other 
point, and brought hogs, bread-truit, 


and other refrefhments, in exchange for 
which they received hatchets, linen, and 
trinkets. They proved thieves in {teal- 
ing the top of the lightening-chain. | 
accompanied Mr. Banks and fome of the 
other gentlemen 2 fhore to fix on a proper 
place to ereét a {mall fort ; and we marked 
out the {pot for that purpofe ; the natives 
behaving in a peaceful and amicable man- 
ner whil@ we were thus employed. 

It was refolved te penetrate into the 
woeds in fearch of hogs and poultry, 
which were but fcarce towards the fhore, 
a guard being appointed for the tent in 
the mean while; and feveral of the na- 
tives accompanied us in this excurfion. 
Mr. Banks perceiving fome ducks, fired, 
and killed three, ‘The Indians were 
greatly terrified at this event, and fel! to 
the ground, as if they had been fhot in- 
ead of the ducks; they foon recovered 
from their fright, and continued the rout. 
We were prefently alarmed by the dif- 
charge of two pieces, fired by our guard 
at the tent. Owhaw difperfed all the In- 
dians except three, who gave pledges of 
their fidelity. On our return we found 
that an Indian had feized one of the cen- 
tinel’s mufquets; when the midthipman, 
who commande.|, imprudently: ordered 
the marines to fire amongit the Indians, 
feveral of whom were wounded, and then 
— criminal, fhot him dead. 

Mr. Banks was greatly difpleafed with 
the guard, and wnat rc to accommo- 
date the difference; and through the me- 
diation of an old man, prevailed on feve- 
ral of the natives to come over to us, 
bringing plantain-trees, their fignal of 
peace, and ftriking their breafts, they 
cried, T)av, fignifying friendfhip. They 
foon became focial and eafy, and feemed 
to have forgot what had lately happened. 

Mr, Banks however judged that their 
appreheniions were not intirely removed, 
as Owhaw next day deferted us. In con- 
fequence of thefe difagreeable appeer- 
ances, I brought the thip nearer to thore, 
and brought her broad-fide to bear on the 
{pot where the fort was to be ereéted. We 
went on fhore in the evening, when the 





natives came round us, and traded in @ 
fri¢ndly manner. 
; Mr. 
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Mr. Buchan died on thie 17th. 

This day we received a vifit from Tu- 
bora Tumaida and Tootahah. They 
brought with them plan tain branc hes, 
and would not come on board till thefe 
had been received as tokens of peace, be- 
ing ft ll difturbed with the affair of the 
tent. Some bread-fruit and 2 hog ready 
dreffed they alfo brought, and-in return 
for them they received nails. 

On the 18th we began the fort, in 
throwing up intrenchm« nts, and cutting 
fafcines “aiia pickets, which the Indians 

aflifted in bringing from the woods. It 
was fortified with intrenchments and pal- 
Iifades on three fides ; and the other was 
flanked by a river, and the water-cafks 
made a breaft-work. 

The fame day the Indians brought 
down bread-fruit and cocoa-nuts in fuch 
abundance, that it was neceflary to re- 
fufe them, and to intimate that we fhould 
not want any for fome time. Mr. Banks 
for the firft time fept on fhore in his tent ; 
and was not in the lcaft molefted the 
whole night; a precaution had been taken 
to guard it. 


On the roth Tubora Tumaida vi- 
fited Mr. Banks at his tent, with his 
wife and family, and broucht the ma- 


ing a houfe, which he 

ropofed fo or his rewcaene in the neigh- 
teithiod of t! : fo t. He then dehred 
Mr. Banks to go. ith him to the woods ; 
on their errival at his houfe, he prefented 
him with two garments, one of red cloth, 
and the other of fine m ating 5 and hav- 
ing cloathed Mr. Banks, they returned,

and with his wife ‘and fon fla:d to din- 
ner; they ha d : ifh cooked by one of 
Tubora Tumaida’s atten ndants, te oi 
thine like ~arvnch +; which the natives 


were exceedingly fond of, but we reould 
not eat it. He alfo brought with him 
fome food, which refembled the flour of 
wheat; which being mixed with cocoa- 
nut liquor, became a jelly; it was of an 
agreeable flavour, fomewhat like blanc 
mange. 

A fort of market was eftablithed, which 
was pretty well fupplied. tees Tu- 
maida was our freo 4 nt cueft; ¢ adopted 
our manners, and was the aly native 
who ufed a knife and a 

The body of the man » had been 
thot was depofited in a mae clofe to the 
houfe where he had lived. It was about 
fifteen feet long, and ¢cleven broad, and 
proportionably high: the two fides and 
one end were fome degree enclofed with 
a wicker-work, the other fide was open. 
The corps was on a wooden bier, with a 
May, 1774. 


An Excurfion into the Tiand of Qtahteite. 
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matted bottom, upon pofts five feet high. 
The corps was covered with a matt, and 
a white cloth; a wooden mace }a ty by it, 
and at the head there were two conn 
nut fhells; at the feet was a bunch of 
green leaves, and dried boughs, ftuck in 
the ground, near a large ftone: a oung 
plaintain-tree and a {tone axe. Palme 
nuts were hung in ftrings at the open 
end of the thed; and there was the {tem 
of a plantain-tree without the thed; up- 
on which was a cocoa-nut fhell filled 
with freth water. Near one of the pofts 
hung a bag with fome roafted bread-fruit. 

The Indians were difpleafed at the fur- 
geon’s approac hing the body. 

The flies on thore were extremely trou- 
blefome, and every expedient that could 
be fuggefted was ufed to deftroy them. 

On the 22d, fome of the natives per- 
formed on flutes, with only two ftops ; they 
were e played upon like German flutes, but 
the performer blew with his noftril inttead 


of i bp ; others funge to the in- 
ftrument, and formed a whimfical har- 
: mony. 


The natives brought Englith axes to 
grind and repair, which they had re- 
ceived from the Delphin ; and a French 
one left here by Mr. De Bougainville. 

Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, in an 
excurfion into the country, found it to 
be level and fertile fer about two miles to 
the eaftward, then the hills reachetl to 
the water's edge, and fome projeéted into 
the fea. Having pafted thefe hills, which 
continued about three miles, they dif. 
covered a lar with good houfes, 
and the inhabitants appeared to be in af- 
fluence. A wide river iffuing from a val- 
ley added to the be auty ot the {pot 3 
having crofied this river, they font the 
country to be barren, which induced them 
to return; they were then offered fome 
refrefhment by one of the Indians, whofe 
ikin was of a dead white, though fome 
parts of his body were not fo white as 
others, with white hair, cyc-brows, and 
beard. 

Several of our knives were mifling ; 
upon which Mr. Banks accufed Tubora 
Tumaida with having ftolen one, which 
made him very unealy, as he happened 
to be ‘innocent of the fact, Mr. Banks's 
fervant having miflaid it; and the others 
were produced by an Indian. Tubora 
Tomaida wis fome time before he forgot 
this abcutatien, and whilft he thed tears, 
he fienified he would rather have for- 
feited his life than have been guilty of 
fuch a crime. Thefe people are, how- 
ever, in general very great thieves. 
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Six fwivel guns were mounted upon 
the fort on the 26th, which put the In- 
dians into great con{ternation ; and fe- 
veral fishermen, lived upen the 
point, removed farther off, thinking they 
were to be fired at in a fhort ume. 

Tubora Tumaida, with a friend, and 
three of his women, dined at the fort 
next day; after which he fet out for his 
houle in the wood. He returned in muca 
agitation, to inform Mr. Banks, that 
the fhip’s butcher had prea 
his wite’s throat, upon her refufing to 
fell him a ftone hatchet foranal. He 
being proved guilty of the accuiation, 
was flogged on board, in fight of feveral 
of the natives, who intreated for his par- 
don after the firft ttroke, which being re- 
fuled, they burft into tears, and were 
much concerned. 

On the 28th, one of Tubora Tumaxi 
female attendants, came to the fast. in 
the greateft affiiciion, Mr. Banks fecing 
her, infifted vpon knowing the caute ; 
but inftead of anfwering, ihe ftruck her- 
felf feveral times with a fhark’s tooth, 
w hichocec alioned a great « ffufion of blo« d ; 
while feveral other Indians continued 
laughing and talking with the utmoft un- 
concern. She then gathered up fome picces 
of cloth, which fhe had thrown down to 

catch the blood, and caft them mito the 
fea, as if the withed to forget what fhe 
had done. She aiterwards bathed herfelf 
in the river, and with much chearfulnefs 
returncd to the tent with great com- 
Olure. 

This day feveral canoes were continual- 
ly coming in, and the tents at the fort 
were fil! ed with Indians of both fexes. 
The maiter of the Endeavour went on 
= ore, and feecing a woman, whofe name 

as Oberca, he fail the was the perion 
thought to be the queen of the ifland, 
when he was there on board the Dol- 
phin. 

She now excited every one’s attention. 
Oberea was large and tall; about forty 
years of ace, her fkin white; her cyes 
very expreflive : in a word, there were 
the remains of a very fine face. She 
was conducted to the thip, and came on 
board, accompanied by fome of her fa- 
mily. Prefents were made her, partucu- 
larly a child's doll, which feemed to 
pleafe her the moft. I accompanied her 
on fhore; and as joon as we landed, fhe 
prefented me with a ho; z and jome plan- 
tains, which were carried i in. proceilion, 

Oberea and. n s felt ona ging up the rear. 
We mict qT ootahah, who was at this time 
mvefied with a fovere: 
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Mr. Banks pays a Vifit to Oberea: 
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was jealous of the queen's having the 
doll ; which induced us to compliment 
him with another. A doll now wes pres 
ferred to a hatchet; but they foon were 
looked upon as trifies of little or no efii- 
matio n. 

The men ate hearty of the 
vifions; but the women were fhy of ¢ Br 
ing them. They were ftrong'y invited t 
dine with us ; ‘but they refu fed, and chofe 
to eat plantains with the fervant: 

On the 29th, Mr. Banks paid a vifit 
to Oberea, who was under the awning of 
her canoe. On entering her apart tment, 
to his great furprife, he found her in bed 
with a young fellow; therefore he im- 
mediately retired with great precipitation, 
ota little diice oncerted :

This 
intelligence induced us to double the cen- 
tries at the fort, and we fl pt under arms. 
Mr. Banks, about two im the morning, 
went round the point, but finding every 
thing guict, he laid afide his fulpicions 
of the hoflile intentions of the natives ; 
and as the fortification was com 
he refted in fecurity.

The duty of 
a true friend is too great to be expeé- 
ed from the immora! or prephane; for it 
is proper (whenever neceility requires) to 
give advice in conjunction with good ex- 
ample; but let not fuch admonitions fa- 
your of farcaitical refle&tions, or conclude 
with too many proteitations ; for that will 
create a certain antipathy to your coun- 
fels, and a naturel diltruit of your con- 
fidence and integray ; It being the gen: ral 
property of thofe who fay much, and make 
lurze profeflions, to be at the rreateit 
diftance fromthe truth: which make peo- 
ple of this Ramp fo very fond of aflocia- 
ting with fuch who are the mott infatuated 

ith their fuperficial rhetoric; but even 
thote when they have once deteéted the 
difiembler, for ever after liftento him with 
fulpicion and {ccret contampt, even when 
he bringeth a true ftory. Let not emu- 
lation fre you to make your own virtues 
appear great at the expence of your 
friends ; fer this is mean and ungencrous, 
If you ferve him, let it be in private ;

Judge not rathly of his a€tions, but vin-

But above all, have the ftri€teR regard to 
lecrecy, which is the principal bond to 
foctety and friendfhip; for in all our un- 
dcrtakings, ** Silence is a gift without 
peril, and a treafure without enemits + ;”” 
tor it is more probable we may offend from 
being ico full of loquacity, than from too

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| nuch taciturnity. Therefore, it would 
be more prudent to have our underftand- 
ing difputed from faying too little, than 
to {peak either inconveniently unbecoin- 
ing, or diiingenuous.

ble an union, as well as the manifold ad- 

vantages accruing from it. They are 

eater to be conceived by the fagacious, 

who are only capable of fo confonant an 

aflociation, than to be deferibed even by 

the florid eloquence of a Tully, or the foft 
| perfuafive numbers of a Pope. 

There is another kind of friendhiip iu 
the world very different from what I have 
been deferibing, which is a certain har- 

| mony fubfilting between mankind in ge- 
| neral, without which we fhould be fia- 
| ble to the infinite dangers which the want 
| of benevolence and charity undoubtedly 
would expofe us to ; but thofe virtues 
are naturally implanted in us, and are 
totally ignorant of that divine fource, 
from whence all their bleflings {pring ; 
a glorious privilere referved for man 
alone, where those bright qualifications 
implanted in him fhine forth in propor- 
tion as they are free from the contami- 
nating feeds of vice, which ought care- 
fully to be fuppreficd before they take 
root in the heart, and become a principle 
part of our nature.

“SiR, Bolton, March 7, 1774 

« As the polt is waiting for this, I have 
only time to advife you that Capt. Gorham 
arrived here laft evening. and that I expect 
the veffel and cargo will be ordered back im- 
mediately, or elie that the tea will be deftroy- 
ed within twenty-four hours. I think it is 
mott likely the tea will be deftroyed.” 

“SiR Newport, March 11, 1744+ 

‘¢ This moment a gentleman arrived from 
Bofton, which place he left yefterday morn- 
ing, and informs, that on Monday ev: ning 
lait a number of perfons entered the brig For- 
tune, Capt. Gorham, who arrived from Lon- 
don on the preceding day, and ftove twenty- 
eight and a half clefts of tea, and difcharged 
the contents into the harbour, being the 
whole of that article which came in faid vef- 
fel ; nd damage was done to any orher goods. 
---The inhabitants of Bofton would have had 
the tea returned to Lendon, conformable to 
their refolutions in December laft, and the 
cuftom-houfe officers were waited upon and 
reque(ted to confent to its being returned;
